TUKCltUISt:   OF  THE    "ALEKTE". 

On  his  return  to  Eng-laiul  lie  told  tlie 
pirate's  story  to  many  people,  but  of  course 
preserved  the  secret  of  the  exact  position 
of  the  hidinjr-place.  Nothing,  however, 
seems  to  have  been  done  towards  recovering- 

the  treasure  until  188Q,  when  Captain  P 

persuaded  a  shipping  tirui  at  Newcastle 
to  allow  one  of  their  vessels  trading  to 
the  Brazils  to  vi.sit  the  island.  It  was  ar- 
ranged that  the  barqueiitine  John  should 
call  at  Trinidad  on  her  way  from  Santos  to 

Bull  River,  and  that  Capitain  P 's  son 

should  go  with  the  vessel  so  a.s  to  identify 
the  spot  and  act  on  his  father's  behalf. 

The  John  reached  the  islet,  but,  after 
beating  about  off  it  for  a  week,  no  landing- 
place  could  be  found,  and  the  captain  de- 
cided to  give  up  the  attempt.  But  young 
p was  very  disinclined  to  return  with- 
out having  effected  a  landing,  and  par- 
aded the  captain  to  tllow  him  to  swim 
ashore  from  a  boat.  The  ship's  long-boat 
was  therefore  put  out.  and  M-as  pulled  as 
closely  to  the  long  roll  of  furious  breakers 
as    was     considered    safe.      Then    young 

P plunged  into  the  sea,  and  contrived, 

after  a  narrow  escape  from  drowning,  to 
reach  the  land.  The  surf  became  more 
furious  while  he  was  on  shore,  so  that  it 
was  impossible  for  liini  to  swim  off  again 
that  day.  He  had,  consequentlv,  to  pass 
the  night  on  the  sands  without  either  clo- 
thes or  provisions,  and  was,  moreover,  in 
danger  of  being  eaten  alive  bv  the  land- 
crabs. 

On  the  following  morning  the  captain 
succeeded  in  casting  the  end  of  a  line  on 
shore,  and  the  young  man  was  dragged 
trough  the  surf  to  the  long-boat,  and  car- 
ried on  board  the  vessel.  He  reported  to 
the  captain  that  he  had  discovered  the  spot 
described  by  the  pirate  ;  but  that  a  great 
landslip  of  red  debris  had  fallen  on  the 
treasure,  which  could  not  be  reiuoved  with- 
out great  labor.  He  said  the  place  tallied 
exactly  with  the  description  furnished  by 
his  father,  and  that  he  firmly  believed  the 
story  to  be  true  and  that  the"  treasure  was 
still  there  ;  but  that  he  would  not  spend 
uch  another  night  on  the  island  even  if  he 
could  get  the  whole  treasure  for  himself  bv 
doing  so. 


The  captain  of  the  John,  on  hearing  the 
youutf  man's  story,  considered  that  any 
further  attempt  to  laud  would  involve 
great  danger,  which  he  would  not  be  justi- 
Hed  in  risking,  and,  declintng*  to  lend  fur- 
ther assistance  in  the  matter,  set  sail  at 
once  for  his  destination. 
The   next  expedition  was  organized  by 

my  informant,  Mr.  A of  South  Shields. 

Tht  Aiircti,  a  barque  of  6(RI  tons  burthen, 
was  chartered.  She  was  provided  with 
life-boats  suitable  for  surf  work,  and  an 
ample  supply  of  picks,  shovels,  timber, 
blasting  powder,  and  other  stores.  She 
was  partly  ballasted  with  a  cargo  of  steam 
coal,  which  it  wa.s  intended  to  sell  in  some 
foreign  port,  so  as  to  pay  part  of  the  ex- 
penses of  the  expedition.  The  necessary 
funds  were  subscribed  by  several  gentle- 
men, most  of  whom,  I  believe,  accompanied 
the  expedition.  Proper  agreements  were 
drawn  up.  and  were  signed  by  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  expedition,  setting 
forth  the  proportion  of  the  treasure  each 
was  to  i-eceive,  should  the  search  be  suc- 
cessful. 

This  party  also  found  the  island  to  be 
almost  inaccessible,  on  account  of  the  sur- 
rounding circle  of  savage  breakers,  and 
experienced  great  difficulty  in  landing. 

The  following  extract  from  the  letter  of 
one  of  the  expedition  describes  only  the 
commencement  of  their  perils  and  adven- 
tures : — 

"We  sighted  the  island  on  March  23, 
1885,  but  as  it  was  very  squally  weather, 
we  could  do  nothing  until  the  next  morn- 
ing, when  we  got  out  the  life  boat,  fitted 
her  with  mast  and  sail,  and  loaded  her 
with  provisions  and  baggage.  The  ship 
towed  us  as  near  to  the  shore  as  was  deem- 
ed prudent,  and  then  left  us  to  make  the 
best  of  our  way  there,  while  she  stood  on 
her  course.  The  weather  was  very  wet 
and  squally,  and,  with  our  deeply-laden 
boat,  we  found  we  made  no  progress,  either 
with  the  sails  or  oars,  and,  after  toiling 
until  after  sunset,  we  found  ourselves  in  a. 
most  deplorable  position.  We  were  all  wet 
to  the  skin,  and  exhausted  with  pulling-, 
and  the  seas  were  continually  on  the  point 
of  swamping  our  boat.  Darkness  then  set 
in;  our  vessel  was  out  of  sight,  and  we 
scarcely  knew  what  to  do.  However,  I  took 
a  lantern  from  among  the  stores,  and  got 
one  of  the  men  to  light  it  and  hoist  it  at 
our  boat's  mast  head  as  a  signal  to  our 
vessel.  It  blew  out  almost  as  soon  as  it 
was  up,  but  we  succeeded  at  last  in  sight- 
ing the  vessel's  port  light,  and  got  safely 
on  board.  The  next  day  we  determined  to 
take  the  ship's  boat  and  small  dinghy  with 
us,  and  tow  the  lifeboat  ashore.  We  start- 
ed early  in  the  morning,  the  ship  towing 
the  three  boats  as  close  as  possible  to  the 
Sugarloaf,  and  as  the  weather  was  now 
fine  we  soon  got  into  South-weat  Day,  but 
found  that  the  surf  was  much  worse  than 
we  anticipated.  We  anchored  the  life- 
boat with  her  cargo  of  stores  close  to  the 

edge  of  the  surf,  and  then  Mr.   D ,  the 

mate,  myself,  and  two  hands,  pulled  along 
the  weather  side  of  the  island,  seeking  a 
landing-place ;  but  found  a  heavy  surf  at 
all  points,  and  the  bottom  sown  with  sun- 
ken rocks.  We  then  pulled  back  to  South- 
west Bay,  to  consult  with  the  others  as  to 
the  best  course  to  pursue.  At  last  the  mate 
volunteered  to  scull  the  dinghy  ashore 
through  the  surf,  if  one  man  would  go  with 
him.  One  of  tiie  crew  agreed  to  go,  so  they 
partly  undressed,  and  took  their  places  in 
the  dinghy.  A  line  was  made  fast  to  the 
stern,  and  as  they  pulled  towards  the  shore 
we  paid  out,  intending  to  haul  the  dinghy 
back  again  when  they  had  reached  the 
shore.  All  went  well  for  a  time,  but  when 
near  the  beach  a  tremendous  roller  caught 
the  stern  of  the  dinghy,  drove  the  bow  un- 
der, and  turned  her  right  over.  The  two 
men  nirnaged  to  get  clear  of  the  boat,  and 
with  some  difficulty  swam  ashore."

SKETCHES  OF  BUENOS  AIKF.S 

"ABURRinO," 

Ahurruio,  aburruh,  ahitrruio  /  It  is  a 
queer  word  tliis  polysyllabic  collection  of 
Spanish  consonants    sandwiched    between 

Latin  diphthongs.  It  looks  queer,  too out 

and  out  polygot— with  its  mixture  ol  Arabic 
and  Aryian  dissonants  starting  Trom  a  dior- 
thotic  preHx  which  may  have  been  either 
discovered  by  the  Visigoths,  or  imported 
from  Kerry.  The  very  sound  of  it  is  queer 
— with  its  rumbling,  rolling  burr,  like  thi; 
dying  echoes  of  a  Gatling-gun.  Above  all, 
it  has  a  queer  meaning — has  in  fact,  quite 
a  crowd  of  queer  meanings.  But  be  not 
afraid.  I  am  not  going  to  do  any  philolo- 
gical scooping  after  the  origin  of  the  word. 
1  suppose  it  is  of  latin  parentage.  Whether 
it  is  or  not  is  ot  no  consequence  just  now. 
Let  us  be  positivists  about  it  and  accept  it 
on  its  merits.  I  took  the  liberty  ol  placing 
it  at  the  head  of  these  paragraphs  because, 
10  my  mind,  it  represents  a  great  deal.  It 
reveals  agreatmany  of  our  humours.  Let  us 
draw  Ihe  veil  aside.  Let  us  pull  this  rugged 
wo.'d  to  pieces  and  get  at  all  the  queer 
fancies  that  it  hides.  We  shall  find  lurking 
behind  its  quaintness  much  to  amuse,  and 
perhaps  instruct,  us.  We  shall  force  it 
perhaps  to  disgorge  a  few  of  the  peculia- 
rities which  characterize  the  social  life  of 
this  queer,  unique,  amusing,  and  always 
interesting  city  of  Buenos  Aires, 

Here  is  a  grand  and  imposing  scene  of 
confusion — a  shattered  cosmos  of  the  first 
magnitude.  It  is  a  removal.  In  Spanish  it  is 
called  a  mudanza.  The  household  gods  are 
thrown  about  in  heaps  of  picturesque  chaos. 
Men  from  Spain— men  with  a  line  scorn  for 
soap  and  all  its  pretentions — men  with  much 
emphatic  blasphemy  and  the  accent  of  An- 
dalucia  or  Castile  on  their  bearded  lips — 
are  banging  things  about  with  an  impar- 
tiality that  is  at  once  impressive  and  des- 
tructive. Wardrobes  from  which  protrude 
dainty  laces,  and  what  may  be  silken  skirts 
and  other  female  adornments,  are  hustled 
into  capacious  vans  without  ceremony  or 
formality.  In  the  hall  are  chairs  standing  on 
their  heads,  pictures  ditto,  mattresses,  bed- 
clothes, books,  fire-irons,  kitchen  utensils, 
old  boots,  a  colony  of  superannuated  bon- 
nets, and  an  ancient  parrot  in  the  lust  stages 
of  hysterics.  There  is  a  cat  that  wants  to  slay 
the  parrot ;  there  is  a  dog  that  wants  to  slay 
the  cat ;  there  is  a  lady  in  undress  uniform 
who  kicks  the  dog  ;  there  is  a  man  of  vast 
and  shapely  paunch  who  abuses  the  lady  ; 
there  are  two  or  three  distinguished  senoritas 
flitting  about  in  down-at-heel  house-boots 
and  curl-papers  with  an  tnierinediate  cove- 
ring of  untidy  blouses  and  skirts,  who  nag 
the  parrot,  order  the  dog  to  mind  his  own 
business,  join  issue  very  frequently  with  the 
aforementioned  lady  and  gentleman,  and  at 
every  moment  call  bad  names  to  the  afore- 
mentioned men  of  Spanish  aspect  wiio  dis- 
regard the  use  of  soap.  Everybody  gives 
orders,  advice,  impudence.  The  men  from 
Andalusia  and  Castile  make  suggestions, 
disobey  orders,  and  challenge  each  other  lo 
single  combat  with  a  reckles.s  contempt  of 
consequences.  Everybody  talks  at  once  and 
as  loudly   as  possible  ;  eveiybody  inquires 


(or  the  bed-key  and  nobody  thinks  of 
looking  for  it.  But  enough.  It  is  a  removal 
conducted  by  ihaHgathrfs—^  removal  ol  a 
fiUttiiia  iiistinsuiiia—A  typical  Buenos  Ai- 
rean  removal  under  lull  steam  and  making 
a  record  of  500  revuUitions  per  minute  It  is 
more  animated  than  Uedlam.  It  is  more 
animated  then  a  civil  war.  It  is  worse  than 
a  lawsuit,  a  cock-fight,  and  a  dog-show  all 
knocked  into  one. 

Why  has  it  been  undertaken  ?  Are  tliey 
unable  to  pay  the  rent  ?  Do  ihe  chimneys 
smoke  ?  Is  the  neighbour  to  the  left  given 
to  cultivating  hens  ?  Is  the  neighbour  to 
the  right  the  owner  of  a  boy  wln)  plays  the 
French-horn  }  Are  the  neighbours  in  front 
cursed  with  a  girl  who  is  in  the  hands  of  a 
singing-master  ?  Are  the  drains  band  ?  Do 
the  roofs  leak?  Has  any  of  the  children 
died.'  Not  at  all—nothing  of  tlie kind.  Let 
us  then  approach  Don  Pedro  and  seek 
information.  Don  Pedro  is  the  head  of  the 
family.  He  is  the  gentleman  who  is  abusing 
the  lady.  He  says  tlut  we  must  ask  the 
senora.  He  expains  that  it  is  she  who  is 
running  the  performance.  He  isonly  a  victim. 
The  seilora  says  tliat  the  liousc  is  all  ri«ht,but 
the  new  house  is  a  jewel  altogether.  Besides, 
what  would  you  have?  In  this  house  she  was 
aburrido.  The  girls  were  also  ahurndo. 
Between  them  they  planned  out  a  removal, 
and,  as  you  see,  here  it  is.  In  a  year  or 
two  they  will  feel  aburrido  with  the  other 
house,  and  there  will  be  another  insurre- 
ction— another  removal.  It  is  their  way. 
One  of  the  humours  ol  Buenos  Aires. 

You  know  what  a  handsome,  clever  fellow 
Jos^  Maria  promised  lo  be.  He  was  study- 
ing medicine.  One  day  he  came  home  and 
Slated  that  he  would  in  hititre  siudy  law. 
He  was  disgusted  with  medicine— perfectly 
aburrido.  He  started  in  on  law,  and  after 
six  months  he  began  to  pine  after  the  sweets 
of  engineering.  Alter  all  law  was  a  fraud. 
He  felt  that  it  did  not  suit  him.  He  ob- 
jected lo  it  for  many  reasons,  principally 
because  it  maile  him  out  and  out  tiied— 
sick— (i^ttA«(/tf.  He  tackled  engineering 
with  all  its  poetry  of  dillercntial  calculus, 
cosine  and  geometrical  drawing.  It  was 
well  enough  in  a  way  at  first,  but  after  a 
lew  months  it  became  as  stale  as  last  week's 
newspapers.  He  had  lo  give  it  up — tl-lt 
miserable  over  it— gol  unhappy— irritable- 
despondent— regularly  aburrido. 

What  next?  Journalism— yes  :  real  live 
journalism  He  pitched  himself  into  il  with 
loving  ardour.  He  felt  at  last  that  it  was  his 
proper  sphere.  Ainigo  !  to  write  articles,  lo 
get  free  passes  to  the  theatres,  to  see  him- 
self in  print  every  day,  to  be  delivered  of 
his  opinions  about  the  Chilian  question, 
about  the  Radicals,  about  Guido  y  Spano, 
to  be  able  to  sign  \\vai%t\{  periodista  in 
Kraft's  guide-book  !  What  a  splendid  life! 
It  was  a  perfect  heaven  for  the  first  month. 
Then  the  glamour  began  to  wear  away. 
Newspaper  work  was  dirty, — a  fellow's  cuff 
and  fingers  are  always  full  of  ink,  printer  s 
devils  are  insufferably  insolent,  writing  day 
after  day  is  tiresome.

He 
read  another  to  his  father  and  the  aged 
parent  simply  ejaculated  Macanas  /  He 
read  his  articles  lo  some  of  his  bosom 
friends  and  they  threw  spitoons  and  things 
at  him.  Writing  is  the  most  thankless  work 
in  this  wide  world.  And  then  you  have  the 
proof  I  Great  Scott  !  Correcting  proofs  is 
ugly  work — tiresome,  dirty,  thankless  drud- 
gery—no poetry  in  il— no  brilliancy —no 
scope  fora  man.  And  then  how  those  con- 
founded presses  creak  and  groan  while 
they  work,  and  how  God-forsaken  and 
uniidy  newspaper  offices  are  kept.  Bah  ! 
Who  could  stand  it  ?  He  felt  sick  of  it  all- 
sick,  sick,  sick — entirely  and  completely 
aburrido.  He  washed  his  hands  from  it  and 
took  to  the  Bolsa.

Legislative  Notes 


Seit.  9.— A«(J/^.— BarSu  rio  Ladarlo  said  that 
Ihe  Mililary  Club  hnd  trealed  with  contenijit 
orders  of  (lie  ailjiitant-geiieral  of  ihe  army.  At  a 
recent  m«etLii(;  of  llie  cliili  it  had  discu^ised  tlie 
question  of  what  should  be  dime  if  (he  governrneni 
laiU  10  net  in  conrormlly  with  tlie  wislies  of  mili- 
tary afficers.  fie  called  allciiiiuii  to  the  fact  thai 
tlie  presiding  oRicer  n|  this  meeling  is  the  hero  of 
liloudle.ss  vict'iries,  to  whom  it  is  priipnsed  to  inakc 
a  presenl  o(  2<x>,ooo$.  lie  a.ssurcd  Congress  tliat 
il  is  iiol  l)y  means  of  presents  and  favors  to  mili- 
tary men  that  il  can  induce  them  to  relinquish  the 
uprcmacy  which  they  have  acquired  in  the   coti- 


irol  uf  the   ntfairs  of  the  country.    The  Sntii! 

Afi/i(ar,  a  paper  recently  established  in  this  city, 
clearly  iihowK  what  the  military  clasies  detfre. 
In  one  of  the  articles  in  Ihal  paper  the  senate  it 
deicribed  u  an  element  ol  anarchy.  He  concluded 
hli  speech  bjr  declaring  that  only  by  unending 
Rtricily  10  ilieir  dulfes  and  letlinR  politics  alone 
can  lliose  cUsnes  be  useful  to  the  country.  Senator 
Roia  Junior  opposed  and  Senator  Severino  Vieirn 
defended  the  hill  creating  a  special  reserve  in  Ihe 
army  and  navy,  Sen:itot  Kaniiro  Ditrcellos 
auacked  Gen.  (iaiv&o,  who,  he  asserted,  is  wiili 
all  premedilaiioii  helrByinfr  the  Trcsident  of  Ihe 
republic.  The  revolutionists  have  not  yet  been 
disarmed  and  App^uicio  is  daily  nc<|iiiring  new 
elements  of  shengih,  The  President  of  tlie  re- 
public is  hoodwinked  and  made  to  believe  that  the 
people  are  really  rejoicing  ovnr  peace,  llarilo  do 
Ladario,  he  said,  is  incoiisisleni  when  he  censures 
the  military  cinb  and  praises  the  inijubnrdinate 
conduct  of  Gen.  GiilvSo.  The  I'lesidenl  iif  the 
republic,  whi>se  g'tiid  inlentiniis  every  one  recog- 
nizes, is  permitting  himself  to  be  involved  in 
difficulties  by  ihe  i>Iols  of  that  general.  He 
claimed  that  the  Casiillii-sias  in  Kio  Grande  had 
won  victories  with  very  little  assistance  from  the 
regular  army.  The  dancers  of  amnesty,  he  as- 
serted, are  evident,  and  ine  senate,  he  predicted, 
will,  perhaps  even  liefore  the  end  of  the  present 
sessiim  have  reasim  to  rei>ent  its  hasty  action. 
Tlie  army  bill  was  voted  in  2nd  discussion  with 
amendments.  Among  the  amendments  is  dial 
which  deducts  626,40o$ooo  from  the  anionni  pro- 
posed  for  paying  the  troops.  This  is  d&ne  on  the 
ground  that  tlie  number  of  the  superniimary  en- 
signs has  already  been  reduced  to  1,334  "'"^  before 
the  end  of  next  year  will  probably  lie  reduced  to 
1,250.  A  deficiency  appropriation  of  44,826^423 
for  the  martime  sanitaiy  service  was  voted  in  2nd 
discussion. — CAu/ti/vr  of  Deputies, — Deimiies  Lins 
c  Vasconcellos,  JosiS  licvilacqua  and  Josi  Carlos 
discussed  Ihe  budget  of  the  department  of  the  in- 
terior and  Deputies  Costa  Azevedo  and  Itueno  de 
Andrade  spokt;  on  the  bill  nuthorir.ing  the  govern- 
ment to  revise  the  regulmions  of  the  Gymna-sio 
Nacional.  The  bill  granting  three  lotteries  to  the 
Candelarin  brotherhood  was  voted  in  2nd  dis- 
cussion. 

Seit.  10,— i'cMK/i',— Scnalor  Coellio  Rodrigues 
explained  why  he  had  left  for  Europe  shortly 
after  the  commencement  of  llic  nnval  revolution. 
He  slated  that  his  departure  had  been  planned 
before  the  revolution  commenced.  As  to  his 
opinion  of  thai  revolution,  he  said  that  he  regarded 
il  merely  as  one  of  Ihe  many  revolts  of  military 
force  against  the  eslablished  governrneni.  It 
seemed  to  him  Ihal  the  movement  would  Ire  suc- 
cessful nnd  consequemly  he  had  written  lo  friends 
in  Piauhy  asking  then)  not  lo  commit  excesses. 
Alter  February  23rd,  1892.  he  li.id  never  re^farded 
the  government  of  Marshal  Floriano  Pt-ixoto  as 
legal  and  it  is  therefme  probable  that  he  would 
have  favored  the  revoluthmaiy  movement,  if  it 
had  been  headed  by  a  man  who  had  never  com- 
mitted liimself  by  upholding  the  illegal  govern- 
ment. Kven  so,  there  wa-i  a  time  when  he  almost 
wished  for  Ihe  success  ol  the  revolution  and  that 
was  when  it  was  generally  (relieved  that  there  was 
a  plan  among  Ihe  followers  of  Marshal  Floriano 
Peixoto  to  eslablisli  a  10  years  ihcialorihip.  If 
such  a  plan  really  existed,  tliere  is  no  douhi  that 
the  revolulionisis  weie  legalists,  and  the  pariizans 
of  the  government  were  insurgents.  Senator 
Oiticica  expressed  astonishment  that  a  German 
company  called  the  Lloyd  Itiemen  is  illegally  en- 
gaged in  the  coasting  irade.  Senator  kainiro 
Barcellos  said  that  in  the  Rio  Grande  question 
iherc  is  evidently  some  malign  intlueiice  secreily 
at  work  seeking  lo  force  the  President  of  the  re- 
public into  a  position  incompatible  witli  his  lionor- 
able  record.  The  President,  he  said,  will  siwn 
discover  that  the  revolutionists  have  never  sub- 
mitted and  have  no  inlenli'm  of  laying  down  their 
arms.  The  precipitate  action  of  the  senate,  lie 
asseited,  has  placed  the  Chamber  of  Depuiies  in  a 
false  and  odious  position,  forcing  il  either  to  accept 
Or  reject  the  Senate's  amentlnient,  which  it  is  un- 
able to  modify.  The  proposed  special  reserve  of 
army  and  navy  officers  is  nothing,  in  his  opinion, 
but  an  incentive  to  insurrection.  He  said  ihal 
some  acUon  should  I>c  taken  to  harmonise  the 
ws  of  the  Senate  with  those  of  the  Chamber  of 
Depuiies  and  he  consequently  moved  to  postpone 
for  4S  hours  the  discussion  of  the  special  reserve 
bill.     The  motion  was  arlopted. 

Sept.  w.-^Senate. —  Senators  Moiaes  Rarros 
and  Oiticica  discussed  the  qiicition  of  coast  na- 
vigation. The  former  contended  that  the  nati<oial 
merchant  marine  is  not  prepared  to  monopolise 
this  trade.  The  deficiency  appropriation  of  7.905: 
4io:(56(  for  the  war  deiiaitnient  was  voted  in  3d 
discussion.  Senators  Oiiidca  and  Moraes  Barros 
discussed  the  labor  bill.  — C/((i/M(*f/'^/),f^tt/(Vj. - 
Dcputieii  Marlins  Junior  and  Paranbos  Mon- 
tenegro discussed  the  ainendincnts  to  the  budget 
of  the  Department  of  Justice  and  the  Interior. 
The  latter  defended  the  Instiluto  II.,torico  of 
Bahia,  which  had  been  accused  by  Deputy  Job<^ 
lievilacqua  of  not  hoisting  ihe  republican  nag  on 
holidays.  That  institute,  he  said,  does  not  meddle 
with  politics.  It  is  grateful  lo  ihe  emperor,  who 
was  its  founder  and  who,  although  be  lost  his 
throne,  was  an  illustrious  Ittazilian,  Deputy 
Frederico  Borges  attacked  the  police,  which,  lie 
sai'l,  has  recently  been  acting  a  larce  in  this  city. 
De|)uty  Erico  Coelho  objected  to  the  payment  of 
half  of  Ihe  expenditure  with  the  police  by  the 
municipal  treasury.  He  asserted  that  the  police 
force  is  a  reserve  lor  tlie  army  and  should  be  main- 
tained sobley  at  the  expense  of  the  general  gover- 
nment. On  the  other  hand  the  latter  should  be 
relieved  of  the  cost  of  lighting  the  city  and  other 
municipal  services.  Deputy  Medeiros  e  Albu- 
querque replied  to  the  speeches  of  Deputies 
berzedello  and  Erico  Coelbo  011  the  bill  for  revising 
the  regulations  ol  the  tJymnasio  Nacional.  Tin- 
puly  Thomaz  Cavnicante  moved  lo  ask  wtietlier 
the  revolutionists  in  Uio  Grandchild  hiid  down 
their  arms  and  whether  the  national  guard  ami 
irregular  government  troops  had  been  disbanded. 
The  bill  for  reorganising;  Ihe  service  of  colonisa- 
tion was  rejected. 

Siit'T.  \l,~Senate. —  Senator  Corr^a  de  Araujo 
said  that  it  is  impossible  to  dispense  with  (oioign 
vessels  for  the  const  Irade,  Any  attempt  to  exclude 
such  vessels   from  the    carrying    trade   along  the 


coast  would  be  inimical  10  the  producing  intereils 
of  Ihe  country.  Senator  Joio  Uaibalho  spoke  on 
the  bill  for  regulatinK  the  execution  ol  art.  6  of 
the  caiistiiutinn.  fl«  contended  that  the  right  of 
hitervention  belongs  10  conifrcss.  The  labor  bill 
was  passed  in  ad  dincumiion.  ~  Chambtr  oj  De- 
puties.— Deputy  Kduardo  de  llerredo  spoke  m 
favor  of  the  npiiropiiation  of  15!ooo$ooo  for  the 
Polyclinica,  which,  he  staled,  had  since  iStiS 
given  medical  assistance  to  6o.a6i  jiatieiils  De- 
puty Trindadc  ashed  for  subsidies  for  lyceums  in 
Ihe  norlherii  Stales.  He  contended  that  ihe 
deficit  is  not  to  be  oveicmne  by  dcductionii  from  the 
budget  or  by  means  of  loans,  How  is  it  to  be 
done  then  ?  asked  Deiiuiy  Alberto  Torres.  Ah  I 
assevered  Deputy  Trmdaile,  llml  is  for  the  finan- 
ciers to  discover.  Dcpnty  Fiaiicisco  Tolentino 
defended  certain  amendments  to  the  budget  of  the 
Department  of  Justice  and  the  Interior.  Deputy 
Alberto  Tones  said  that  no  less  than  10  deputies 
had  spoken  on  the  subject  of  this  budget  and  not 
a  single  one  of  them  had  contributed  an  idea  for 
iinprovmg  ihe  financial  condition  of  ihe  country 
Every  oiieof  ihem  on  the  contrary  had  presented 
s^me  pet  scheme  for  absorbing  public  money. 
Deputy  Vespasiauo  de  Albucjuerque  contradicted 
[he  statement  made  by  a  morning  paper  that  he 
had  predicted  ihe  explosion  at  Hage.  Deputy 
Ednaido  Ramos  moved  lo  ask  the  government  for 
remunerating  the  services  of  admiral  leronymo 
Oon9nlves. 

Ski'T.  13— iV«,//..-  The  Senate  adopied  Ihe 
motion  of  Senator  Oiticica  to  ask  for  information 
in  regard  to  the  Lloyd  Comiinny  of  firemen.  Se- 
nator Kamiro  li.irccllos  in  his  own  name  and  in 
that  of  19  other  Senators  introduced  a  substitute  (or 
the  bill  for  creating  a  special  reserve  (or  officers  of 
the  army  and  navy.  Senator  Ruy  Barbosa  opposed 
the  bill  and  ihe  substitule,  asserting  that  for  the 
majoiity  of  ihe  oilicers  it  will  be  better  to  refuse 
amnesty  on  such  terms  and  appeal  to  thecourls  of 
justice  for  their  rights.  Tlic  opposition  to  am- 
nesty, he  declared,  does  not  come  from  the  army 
which  is  perfectly  aware  of  the  patriotic  motives  by 
which  the  revolutionary  ofhcers  were  actuated  and 
which  will  glailly  welcome  iheir  return  to  aclive 
service.

{os^  Ignacio  in  a  speech  on  the  budget  of  the 
>epartnieiit  of  Justice  and  the  Interior  asseited 
that  the  norlherii  Stales  are   not  more  burdensome 

10  the  treasury  than  those  ol  (he  South.  Deputy 
Hueiio  de  Andrade  spoke  on  the  budget  of  the  De- 
partment of  Industry  and  ofTeied  some  amendments. 
Deputy  Medeiros  e  Albuquerque  defended  his 
amendnienls  lo  the  hill  on  the  Gymnasio  Na- 
Clonal  and  introduced  a  bdl  for  classifying  public 
offices  an<l  hai  nionising  the  pay  of  puldic  employes. 
The  chamber  voted  with  amendments  the  budgets 
ol   the    Departments  of  Finance  and  the  Interior.

Ski'T  14.— .fcwif/c— Senator  Severino  Vieira 
defended  ihe  special  reserve  bill  and  opposed  the 
substitute.  Senator  Kainiro  Baicellos  attacked 
Senator  Ruy  Uarbosa,  wlio,  he  saiti,  had  been  in 
the  service  ol  the  revohitionisis  an<l  was  declared  a 
traitor  to  the  country  by  decree  of  the  government, 
aporoved  by  the  SenMe,  Senator  Ruy  liarbosa 
defended  himself,  asserting  that  he  regarded  thai 
<bcrce  as  so  much  waste  paper,  since  there  eitisls 
no  law  authoiizing  ibe  governrneni  lo  declare  any 
citizen  a  traitor  to  Ihccouniry.  He  denied  that 
the  Senate  had  approved  the  decree,  since  neither 
Ihe  Senate  nOr  aiiymie  else  has  competence  to 
approve  of  whal  is  illegal.  The  epithet  conferred 
upon  the  speaker  by  a  .sanguinary  despot  when 
the  CDuniry  was  prostniiod  under  a  reign  of  terror 
■vas  an  honor  of  which  he  bad  a  righl  to  boasl  and 
f  which  he  could  nol  fail  to  feel  proud.  As  to 
llie  revtdulion,  if  it  is  not  glorified  now  it  is  simply 
'"  it  was  not  succe^sf^l.     When   the  revolu- 

imenced,  the  speaker  who  had  laken  no 
pait  in  the  plot,  l)nt  who  had  no  confidence  in 
those  who  had  possession  of  the  g'>vernment,  re- 
idved  to  retire  to  the  state  of  Bahla,  wliich  he 
L-prescoted  in  the  Senate.  For  this  purpo.se  his 
first  siep  was  lo  take  refuge  in  the  River  Plate, 
where  he  published  a  document  showing  that  he 
was  nol  connected  with  the  revolution.  He  con- 
fessed that  he  was  so  simple  as  to  believe  that  he 
would  be  permitted  lo  live  undisturbed  in  his 
Slate,  especially  as  that  stale  was  not  under 
martial  law.  Accordingly  he  look  passage  on  the 
steamer  Ma^^daUna,  bnl  i\\\  reaching  the  port  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro  lie  was  informed  by  the  commander 
of  the  steamer  that  Marshal  Floriano  Peixoto  had 
issued  a  positive  order  for  his  arrest.  "But," 
added  the  captain  of  the  MagdaUna,  •'  thai  outrage 
will  not  be  permitted,"  and  he  showed  the  sjieaker 
an  order  (roni  the  comnundcr  Of  the  Sirim  pro. 
hibiting  the  delivery  of  any  passenger  to  Braiilian 
civil  or  military  auihoiities.  To  insure  the  com- 
mander of  the  Ma^dahna  aijainst  violence  the 
Shins  would  send  at  a  moment's  notice  a  steam 
launch  with  4  officers,  50  men  and  a  piece  ol  ar- 
tillery to  defend  bini.  "Thus,"  exclaimed  the 
speaker,  "  ihanks  to  English  civilisation  on  board 
the  Magdalena  I  was  safe !  "  He  learnetl,  how- 
ever,  that  the  government  had  sent  spies  on  board 
with  orders  to  arrest  him  at  Bahia,  where  there 
was  no  English  war  vessel  to  protect  him.  He 
accordingly  took  refuge  011  the  Aquidaban  and 
alterwards  returned  tii  ihe  River  Plate  on  the 
steamer  Gaticia.  He  apjjcaled  to  the  senators  lo 
say  whether  he  had  not  done  right  to  give  his 
syinpalhies  to  the  citizen's  wlio  had  taken  up  arms 
against  so  tyiannical  a  government.  He  appealed 
to  I  hem  to  say  wliellier  he  was  not  justified  in 
believing  that  the  sole  object  of  that  government 
was  to  oppress  the  ti.ition  and  in  hoping,  since 
innocence  liad  ceased  to  be  security  (or  the  safely 
of  a  citizen,  that  the  revolutionary  movement 
would  hurl  Hie  tyrant  Irom  power  and  establish  a 
free  government  in  liii  place.

No  one  who  has  kepi  informed  in  regard  lo 
atTairs  in  Kin  Giandc  and  knoMS  how  violeiilly 
Castilhos  ha*  op|«sed  the  ^^clticalinn  of  the  -Staie 
in  a5toni>lied  .it  the  usur|>ing  governor's  annotince- 
nieiit  that  he  has  severeil  his  relations  with  Gen. 
Innocericio  Ctalvao. 

At  Ba^^  on  the  loth  inst,  there  was  aa  explosion 
no  the  building  i>f  the  municipal  council,  where  the 
amuiiition  of  the  4th  batlalioii  of  aitillery  was 
stored.  As  this  explosion  coincided  wiih  the 
reports  of  a  revolutionary  movement  in  Kio  de 
Janeiro  and  disquieting  runii>rs  in  Rio  Grande,  ii 
was  supi>OSed  al  first  thai  it  was  the  result  ofa 
castitliisia  plot.  It  has  since  l>een  slated,  however, 
that  the  accident  was  due  to  the  carelessness  of  the 
wagon- iiLister  of  that  battalimi,  who  <.\as  killed 
by  the  eiplosion.  Other  persons  neie  killed 
and  wounded  and  the  building  in  which  the  ex- 
plosion occuired  and  others  in  the  \icinity  were 
greatly  damaged. 

A  telegram  received  here  on  the  day  of  the  ex- 
plosion slated  that  there  had  l>een  a  tij;!.!  Iielween 
a  body  i-f  fedeialists  and  triiops  nf  Joao  Fran- 
cisco. It  was  afierwatils  said,  however,  ihu  no 
federalists  had  taken  |'art  in  the  fighi,  winch  was 
confined  to  Jo.io  Francisco's  tnwps,  some  of  whom 
mutinied  on  account  of  not  li.iving  received  tlieir 
pay.  Mutinies  m  other  c.^mman-ls  h.ive  like- 
wise been  leported,  but  have  not  yet  been  con. 
firmed. 

Seveia!  commands  have  been  transferred  from 
the  points  at  which  they  weie  stationed,  but  no 
explanation  of  tliese  uiovemenls  has  l>een  made 
public. 

A  telegram  of  the  gih  slated  tlial  crl.  Toleilo 
Ribas  had  l>een  appointed  10  receive  t!ie  arms  of 
the  revolutiorisi'i,  bui  ii  has  since  been  tdsgraphed 
that  this  duty  has  been  intrusted  to  Ck  I.  Carlos 
Telles. 

The  Jorttii!  d^  Cemoiir^io  of  Saturday  publishes 
a  telegram  stating  tlial  the  revolutionary  forces 
have  nearly  all  disbanded. 

At  Porto  .-^legre  on  that  day  there  was  a  meeting 
of  officers  of  the  garrison  under  ihe  presidency  of 
Col.  Sampaio,  It  was  resolved  10  establish  a  mi- 
litary club  and  a  telegram  was  sent  lo  I'le  miliury 
club  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  eulogising  its  oppvisition  to 
the  readniiiiance  of  the  revoluiionary  officers  into 
the  army  and  navy. 

On  the  s-arae  day  Gen.  Gslvao  left  Pelotas  for 
the  city  Rio  Grande  for  the  porjwse  of  attending 
the  peace  festival,  which,  it  is  stated,  was  also 
attenc!ed  by  tbe  revolutionary  leaders  Tavares, 
Cabeda  and  .\zambnj3.

near  decrease  in  reci-'ipts  both  here  and  in  Santos  continue, 
and  Ihe  lliiriuati>ms  in  the  foreign  opiion  markets  have  pro- 
duced no  eftect,  ag.iinst  the  steady  business  realiieil,  which 
permits  of  no  iiccnniukiiion  of  stocks.  Duiing  the  week  the 
quality  cf  c  iflees  c  ming  to  mnrkct  has  f.<llen  olT,  and  this 
may  explain  the  reduced  deiiLnnd  f  r  Europe,  but  the  reason 
has  alsi  arrived,  wiien  Sanbis  has  mote  attraction  for  Euro- 
pean buyers  than  Ri<>,  and  the  couise  ot  the  latter  murke I 
WLiuld  seem  to  depend  upon  the  amount  of  lesisience,  which 
Ameiican  buyers  can  shiw,  and  the  average  of  the  receipts.
